THE Heritage Lottery 
Fund (HLF) has awarded a 
£495,000 grant for the de¬ 
velopment of a visitor cen¬ 
tre at Thorncombe Wood, 
close to Thomas Hardy’s 
birthplace cottage at 
Higher Bockhampton. 

The project, which was

first time. It will also lead 
to the development of fur¬ 
ther trails through the 
woods. 

As well as funding from 
the HLF, the project has

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MILLINER Fiona Neylan creates and sells her own 
hats. 

After spending time in ecological communities 
in Fife and Edinburgh she moved down to Brid- 
port ini 997 where she lives to this day with her 
husband, two daughters and two long-haired 
cats. Past professions have seen Fiona teach at 
the Edinburgh Steiner School, and hold art and 
nature workshops for children. 

Now 46, she has been making hats for five 
years. 


• WHAT made you take an interest in hat making? 

My love for hats started when I was a child, as my grand¬ 
mother was a milliner. She made dressing-up hats for 
my sister, my cousin and myself on a few occasions. We 
received first prize in a fete for dressing up as flower girls 
and wore beautiful big straw hats covered in flowers! My 
mother and my aunt worked with my grandmother in 
her hat shop and introduced me to quality women's 
clothing as well as hats. 

I often visited the shop and went to look at and try on 
the hats, and to see my grandma who was often busy 
making hats in her workshop at the back. In the holi¬ 
days, when I was old enough, I used to help out in the 
shop and help customers find something special or 
unique, and that's where I learned a lot about hats and 
fashion. 

However, when I left school I travelled, studied art and 
taught arts and crafts. I left hats and fashion behind. 

Years later my mother retired from her shop and hat 
business, and a box of beautiful vintage hats had been 
left to be sold off. They were the original milliner's 
"hoods" before they are blocked, steamed and shaped 
into a proper hat. I became curious about what you do 
with these hoods so I decided to go on a millinery 
course. Since then I have gradually grown my hat busi¬ 
ness, making individually styled hats from wool and fur 
felt, cashmere and angora, and various straws. I make 
a variety of styles, some for every-day and some occa¬ 
sion wear. I make cloche and trilby and upturned brims, 
along with cocktail hats, and warm winter wools and 
faux fur. I also do some commissions. 

• WHAT is the worst thing about making a hat? 

The worst thing is putting the hat-band inside the hat, 
as it is a bit tedious, but I am quite quick at it now. The 
second worst thing is putting in the hat wire, which 
helps to keep the shape of the hat. 

• WHAT'S the fanciest or strangest hat you have 
ever made? 

The fanciest and strangest hat I have ever made is prob¬ 



ably my "Birdsong" hat which I entered into this year's 
Bridport Hat Festival competition. It was in the top 10. 
It was a cocktail hat with a handmade wool-felt bird on 
top that sang a birdsong, and was decorated with flow¬ 
ers made from felt, fur felt and silk organza, glass beads 
and feathers. 
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• DO you lament the passing of the great era of 
hats? 

I think hats are coming back into fashion and there are 
more people wearing headwear than there were 15 
years ago. However, people don't tend to wear fancy 
hats as often as they used to as in our grandparents'day. 
But there is a revival of hat wearing which ties in nicely 
with the vintage and retro revival that we are seeing 
now. 

• WHAT do you think of the extraordinary hats you 
see at Lady's Day at Ascot? 

It's great to see women wearing all sorts of hats at Ladies 
Day, Ascot, and it's a real excuse to dress up and be over 
the top if you want to. The more unusual or extraordi¬ 
nary, the better. 

• IF you could design a hat for anyone in he world 
who would you choose? 

It would probably have to be for Kate Middleton, as she 
is setting trends for hat lovers. 

• WHERE can people buy your hats? 

I sometimes have a hat stall at St Michael's Trading Estate 
in Bridport at the vintage markets. However, sometimes 
the weather is against me so this winter I have a selec¬ 
tion of my hats in Kim and David's "Pop Upstairs Shop" 
on St Michael's Estate, open Wednesday, Friday and Sat¬ 
urday, and also Sunday, December 16th. I also have 
some of my hats and scarfs at Stella's pop-up shop at 
New House Farm, Broadoak, Bridport (open daily 11- 
3pm until Friday 21 st Dec). And I will have some hats at 
The Pomme D'Or in Barrack St, Bridport. 

• WHO would play you in the movie of your life? 

I would choose Nicole Kidman to play me in the movie 
of my life - she was fabulous in the film "Cold Mountain." 

• WHAT objects do you always carry with you? 

A hat and lipstick. 

• WHAT is the last book you read? 

I just re-read "A Thousand Spendid Suns" By Khaled Hos- 
seini, and it is a brilliant read based on a true story in 
Afghanistan.

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Car parking charges likely to be frozen for 12 months 


CAR parking charges across 
West Dorset are likely to be 
frozen for a further 12 months. 

District councillors met this 
week to approve a recommen¬ 
dation to consult with town 
councils, chambers of com¬ 
merce and Dorchester BID on 
the plan to keep charges at the 
current level for another year. 


But council officers are also 
recommending ending a 3-8 
day parking permit scheme. 

Officers say the proposals for 
no change in charges with the 
continuation of free parking on 
Sundays and after 6pm, will 
support the local economy by 
encouraging short stay visitors 
into West Dorset town centres. 


They say the permit effec¬ 
tively undermines the pricing 
strategy by providing even fur¬ 
ther discounts on already com¬ 
petitive rates. 

The district council has now 
frozen short stay parking 
charges for the last seven years. 

West Dorset District Council 


Parking Manager Chris Graves 
said: “The district council has a 
good track record in recent 
years of supporting town cen¬ 
tres by freezing already low 
parking charges to encourage 
greater use of short stay spaces. 

“The report... is recommend¬ 
ing that we consult with town 


councils and local business 
about the freeze and get their 
views about the 3 -8 day per¬ 
mit.” 

If the move to consult is ap¬ 
proved by councillors, as ex¬ 
pected, a further report with 
recommendations about park¬ 
ing charges will go to the Exec¬ 
utive Committee next year.

rangers’ building, will in¬ 
troduce visitors with infor¬ 
mation about Thomas 
Hardy and the nearby 
landscape which influ¬ 
enced his work. 

It will feature space for 
school and community 
groups to use as well as a 
small catering area with 
toilets and some retail 
space. 

The project will also in¬ 
volve setting up more in¬ 
teractive activities and 
events to help visitors 


learn about Thomas 
Hardy’s life and work, as 
well as the conservation 
operations needed to look 
after the area. 

“Our aim has been to 
share the place and land 
that Thomas Hardy loved 
and drew inspiration from. 
The development will also 
mean that more facilities 
will be available for visi¬ 
tors to the site. 

“Thomas Hardy had 
such a strong link to the 
place he lived and the 
landscapes that inspired 


him. We would like to use 
the project to help people 
learn more about Thomas 
Hardy and his writing, and 
relate it to the surrounding 
landscape,” said county 
council spokesman Robert 
Gould. 

Helen Sharp, the Na¬ 
tional Trust fund raising 
manager, said: “We are re¬ 
ally grateful for the sup¬ 
port of Heritage Lottery 
Fund for this project.

'Challenging'task for new police commissioner 


DORSET'S police and crime com¬ 
missioner Martyn Underhill, has met 
the Home Secretary, Theresa May at 
the Home Office. 

He and other newly elected Police 
and Crime Commissioners had the 
chance to question Mrs May over 
funding, the precept and the wider 
criminal justice system. She agreed 
that the timescales for the PCC’s to 
achieve new Policing Plans and 
budgets by early February was a 
“challenging task”. 

Mr Underhill commented “It was 
good to meet the other Commission¬ 
ers and identify some generic issues 
that we all face.” 

Most of the Commissioners then 
visited the House of Lords to hear a 
presentation on the Independent Po¬ 
lice Complaints Commission from 
its chair Dame Anne Owners. 

In Dorset Mr Underhill is now fac¬ 
ing the task of recruiting a new Chief 
Constable for the county - a post 
which carries a salary of more than

£146,000 plus a generous pension al¬ 
lowance and a lease car. 

The deadline for applications is 
December 20th with Deputy Chief 
Constable Debbie Simpson carrying 
on until the New Year when a perma¬ 
nent appointment will be made. 

Previous Chief Constable Martin 
Baker retired in September after 
eight years in the top job. 


• IN a separate statment Mr Un¬ 
derhill, said he was "surprised" by 
the level of complaints that had ar¬ 
rived at his office since he took over 
- some of them dating back years. 

His office is getting around 300 
messages a day, the same number the 
old police authority used to get over 
the course of a year. But Mr Under¬ 
hill says they are not all complaints, 
many are simply offering support 
and wishing him well with the new 
post. 

Mr Underhill, a former police offi¬ 
cer, has pledged to restart recruit¬ 
ment of volunteer Special Constables 
to increase the visibility of the force 
and will also set up community and 
victims' forums for the public to raise 
issues over policing. 

He has recently interviewed for a 
£40,000 a year media and communi¬ 
cations manager and a £30,000 a 
year community engagement officer. 

Both postholders are expected to 
start duties in the New Year. 


Funding to help the vulnerable keep warm 


A PARTNERSHIP of councils from 
across Dorset has won funding for 
work to help vulnerable people keep 
warm, safe and well this winter. 

The £320,000, awarded by the De¬ 
partment of Health, will help run 
schemes aimed at preventing people 
needing to go to hospital during the 
winter months. 

Every winter about around 500 
winter deaths are potentially avoid¬ 
able across Dorset. 

Keep Warm, Keep Well, Keep Safe 
projects will help vulnerable people 


keep warm by offering help with in¬ 
sulating and heating their homes. 
“Winter Watchers” good neighbour 
groups will also be set up, and vul¬ 
nerable people offered the opportu¬ 
nity to take part in social and leisure 
activities; and keep safe by taking 
advantage of home safety checks and 
emergency provisions packs. 

Chris McCall from Dorset Clinical 
Commissioning Group (CCG), said: 
“We do see more emergency admis¬ 
sions to hospital over the winter 
months due to the cold, and for our 
older residents this can be very seri¬ 


ous . We have been working with pa¬ 
tients over the past months to under¬ 
stand their concerns about winter and 
it comes down to affordability.” 

Local councils, Dorset Fire and 
Rescue Service, and the NHS will 
be working with partners Age UK 
Dorchester, Dorset Community 
Foundation, and Dorset Energy Ad¬ 
vice Centre to help the most vulner¬ 
able prepare for and prevent the 
avoidable effects of winter and se¬ 
vere weather. 
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Meeting hears of increasing 
threats to the rural landscape

THE DORSEt group which cam¬ 
paigns to protect rural areas has 
heard of the increasing threat 
from windfarms, council policy 
and government legislation. 

Campaign to Protect Rural 
England chairman Richard 
Nicholls told the branch annual 
meeting that the organisation had 
been increasingly drawn into the 
political arena in its attempt to 
protect the countryside. 

He said that organisation had 
opposed the Dorset Renewable 
Energy Strategy, drawn up by 
local councils, because it sug¬ 
gested that Dorset could take up 
to 360 industrial wind turbines. 

Under the policy most of these 
would be in the more beautiful 
parts of the county - West 
Dorset, North Dorset and 
Purbeck. 

Mr Nicholls said CPRE had 
been told that the document 
would not be treated as a statu¬ 
tory policy- yet at public in¬ 
quiries into windfarms at Alaska 
Farm in the Purbeck and at Sil- 
ton in North Dorset, the inspec¬ 
tor had taken the document into 
account. 

He said he was angry that the 
document’s authors had prom¬ 
ised to include landscape assess¬ 
ment - but had failed to do so.

Objectors, including CPRE, 
won the Silton windfarm appeal, 
but lost at Alaska. 

Mr Nicholls said the organisa¬ 
tion was now preparing itself to 
oppose plans for ten industrial- 
scale wind turbines on a site be¬ 
tween Tolpuddle, Puddle town 
and Milborne St Andrew. 

He said he worried about the 
apparent lack of democratic ac¬ 
countability from many local 
councillors who ignored local 
opinion and voted on party lines, 
and was equally worried by the 
power of groups such as the 
Local Enterprise Partnership 
who were given millions of 
pounds of public money, yet 
were not accountable to the tax¬ 
payers whose money they were 
spending. 

Mr Nicholls told the meeting, 
at Cerne Abbas village hall, that 
despite concerns by many vol¬ 
untary organisations CPRE 
Dorset remained one of the 
biggest CPRE branches in the 
country and was financially se¬ 
cure. 

Looking back over the year he 
said the branch had held its most 


successful seminar ever, attract¬ 
ing local councillors and its own 
member to explore Neighbour¬ 
hood Planning, Localism and 
changes to planning law. 

He said the year ahead looked 
likely to be dominated by wind 
turbine applications, large-scale 


solar panel ‘farms’, threats to the 
Green Belt and protections for 
Dorset’s market towns. 

Guest speaker at the meeting 
was broadcaster and author Kate 
Adie who related some of her ex¬ 
periences as a war correspondent 


for the BBC, but also added her 
voice to the CPRE-backed 
Dorset Campaign Against Litter. 

She told her audience that how 
we protect and care for our sur¬ 
roundings are an indicator of a 
civilised society. 


Changes to charges 
on developers to fund 
community projects 

RESIDENTS and businesses are being asked by 
West Dorset District Council and Weymouth and 
Portland Borough Council to share their views on 
the new proposed Community Infrastructure 
Levy (CIL). 

The levy is effectively a charge on developers 
with the money being put into a local fund 
which can then be used for projects to benefit 
the community. 

What the fund is spent on can vary according 
to local needs - it may include new or safer road 
schemes, public transport, flood defences, 
schools, hospitals and other health and social 
care facilities, park improvements, green spaces 
and leisure centres. 

The levy is considered by the Government to 
be a fairer and more transparent system of col¬ 
lecting payments from developers and will be 
possibly introduced in early 2014. It will replace 
what was previously known as Section 106 
Agreements. 

Comments on the changes should be submit¬ 
ted by December 20th.

The New Hardy Players will be staging 
the performance at 2.45pm on Saturday 
15th, followed by Giles Winterbourne’s 
Christmas Party from The Woodlanders at 
3.45 pm. 

Local writer and playwright, Peter John 
Cooper, says that the mummers’ play is a 
tradition that is still seen in many Dorset 
villages at Christmas and owes much to 
the description that Thomas Hardy gives 
in The Return of the Native. 

Mr Cooper uses this as a climax in his 
play She Opened the Door, in which 
Hardy’s first wife Emma, his mother 
Jemima, the Honourable Florence Hen- 
niker and the Maid come to blows over a 
version of the mummers’ play that they 
have to act out. 


“The tradition of the mummers’ play 
with its story of the death of Saint George 
and resuscitation by a quack doctor is, 
like all the best traditions, lost in the mists 
of time but Hardy in his novel was refer¬ 
ring to the revivals during the agricultural 
depressions of the 19thcentury when 
plough boys were able to earn a few extra 
coppers for Christmas. 

“For us, the mummers’ play with its 
characters of St George, the Bold Slasher 
and Father Christmas is a piece of knock¬ 
about fun to enjoy whether we know 
about the tradition or not.” 

She Opened the Door: the Wife and 
Women who Haunted Thomas Hardy 
combines the complete script of Peter ’s 
play with his research, thoughts and in¬ 
spiration. Published by Roving Press, the 
book is on sale locally.

Poignant relic of a young king 


A NEW exhibit has gone on display at Dorchester’s Tu- 
tankhamun Museum. 

A replica Mummy has been commissioned by the mu¬ 
seum to commemorate the 90th anniversary of the entry 
into the Tomb of Tutankhamun in November 1922. 

“Can you see anything? Yes, wonderful things”. With 
these words Howard Carter and Lord Carnarvon entered 
the tomb of Tutankhamun for the first time on November 
26th, 1922. 

To commemorate this discovery a specially commis¬ 
sioned replica of the ritually mummified premature foetus 
of one of Tutankhamun’s daughters, together with its 
miniature gilt coffin has gone on display. This mummy 
was discovered in an inner chamber of the tomb along 
with the mummy of another premature child. Both chil¬ 


dren are thought to be the only progeny of Tutankhamun 
and his wife Ankhesenamun 

The tiny mummies were examined by the anatomist in 
1932 but have been missing for many years. They have 
only recently been discovered in a cupboard in the Egypt¬ 
ian Museum in Cairo. 

The special exhibit at the Tutankhamun Exhibition in 
Dorchester is the first one of its kind. The little mummy 
was examined by Dr Derry in 1932. The replica shows it 
as it was discovered, fully bandaged. Tutankhamun’s chil¬ 
dren are not yet on display in Egypt. 

Speaking at the exhibition in Dorchester, Tim Batty, the 
curator said: “ This is little coffin and mummy is a beau¬ 
tiful, personal and poignant relic of the young king Tu¬ 
tankhamun, who himself died at the age of 19.”

Objects charting county's history 


DORSET author Terry Hearing has 
set out to tell some of the history of 
the county in 101 objects. 

Last week dozens queued for 
signed copies at a busy evening in 
the County Museum for the book’s 
official launch. 

Mr Hearing, a former teacher and 
lecturer, has collected together infor¬ 
mation about selected objects while 
illustrate aspects of the county’s his¬ 
tory. 

They range from the tiny 
Mesolithic microliths to the strip 
fields of Portland - and amongst the 
pages you can also find the story be¬ 
hind a cannonball lodged in the wall 
of a ladies’ loo at Weymouth. 

Other featured objects include pre¬ 


historic hillforts while some seem 
mundane utilities, like roadside sign¬ 
posts; some are merely names like 
the list of the parish priests who died 
serving their flocks when the Black 
Death swept in. 

Each short chapter gives the 
flavour of the object to show its im¬ 
portance in the continuing story of a 
county rich in the remains of the 
lives of our predecessors. All the ob¬ 
jects can be seen in the museums, the 
towns and the countryside of Dorset. 

Mr Hearing was born and brought 
up in London. After service with the 
Royal Marines, an Honours degree 
in History at Queen Mary College, 
University of London, and a short 
acquaintance with commerce, he 


taught History at a London Grammar 
School. In 1966 he came to Dorset, 
becoming Principal Lecturer in His¬ 
tory at the then Dorset Institute of 
Higher Education. Early retirement 
enabled him to concentrate on his 
two major interests: the Magistracy 
and Local History. These interests 
were combined in his book Dorset 
Justice (Magistrates’ Association, 
1999). Other works include: Dorset 
Quarter Sessions 1625-1638 (Dorset 
Record Society, 2006); The Dorset 
Horn (Dorset Horn Sheepbreeders ’ 
Association 1990); Dorchester Di¬ 
vided (Dorchester Community Plays 
Association, 2002); and History on 
your Doorstep (Dorchester Rotary 
Club 2008).

Beware of Winter/Christmas Poisons! 

The winter months, especially around Christmas time are full of foods and substances that are poisonous to your pet. Please take extra 
care to ensure that your pet does not come into contact with any of the following, as all could be fatal. 

Antifreeze 

Ethylene Glycol (the main ingredient of Antifreeze) is very toxic to the kidneys. Initial signs include stumbling and 
incoordination, excessive thirst and lack of appetite. This can lead to breathing difficulties, seizures and eventual kidney 
failure and death. Antifreeze is very sweet to the taste and it only takes a very small amount to kill. When filling up you 
cars please be careful not to spill and to store it in a safe place. One small pool of antifreeze can kill a large number of cats 
or dogs in one place. 


Almost everyone knows chocolate is poisonous to dogs. But Why? Chocolate contains Theobromine which unlike 
us, dogs are unable to metabolise. The initial signs of choclate poisoning are mild and include vomiting, diarrhoea 
and increased urination. However this is very quickly progresses into serious heart problems, seizues, internal 
bleeding and death. When placing gifts under your Christmas tree make sure that they do not contain any 
chocolate, if you are unsure, remove the gift anyway. Your dog will smell it out! 



Christmas Cake

It is the raisins and sultanas that make Christmas cake poisonous to dogs and cats. The exact toxin responsible is 
unknown at this time and different animals seem to tolerate higher doses than others. Initial signs of poisoning 
including vomiting, diarrhoea and hyperactivity. Within 24 hours this leads to lethargy and the animal stops eating 
and drinking. Kidney failure occurs very quickly and is accompanied by a painful abdomen. Unless aggressiver 
fluid therapy is initiated within the first 24 hours after ingestion, the animal usually dies. Those that are saved often 
end up with permenant kidney damage. 


Turkey Bones (not a poison but certainly not good for your pet! 


Turkey bones are not suitable for giving to your pet. The bones splinter very easily, becoming sharp and can cause a variet of 
injuries to the mouth, stomach and intestines. They can also get stuck inside your pet, requiring a surgical operation 
to remove them. Make sure that all carcasses are kept out of reach of your pet and that when you throw them 
away, make sure they are wrapped up safely as dogs and cats will go through your bins if given the chance!

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'Car of the future' hits town! 


MOTORWELL Mitsubishi - the Mitsubishi and 
used car dealership on East Road Bridport - 
ushered in the future of economic motoring by 
showcasing one of the most penny-pinching 
cars on the planet. 

By being 100% electric the Mitsubishi iMiev 
can reportedly run for 6,000 miles on £100 
worth of electricity. That's Bridport to Tokyo for 
£100 (plus sandwiches) or 1,67p a mile. 

As well as being cheap to run, owners drive 
in the knowledge that they are reducing carbon 
output and are helping to realign motoring at¬ 
titudes towards safer, destination-orientated 
journeys. 

There is a catch, of course. The iMiev, like all 
electric cars, needs charging up more often 
than a regular car needs filling up. How often 
that is depends on how you drive, how hilly the 
route is, and how used you are to recharging 
the battery in downhill sections of road. 

A figure of 90 miles per charge has been 
given, but with lengthy charge times still the 
norm, the iMiev is best served as a town 
runaround to be returned home for a nightly 
recharge. 

Driving the iMiev (Mitsubishi innovative Elec¬ 
tric Vehicle -with the mandatoryVprefix) is ini¬ 
tially strange. Sitting in the driver's seat the first 
reaction was to try to start the engine. 

But as Motorwell manager David Thompson 
pointed out, the engine doesn't idle like a fos- 
sil-fuel-guzzling vehicle. It's just primed, ready 
to go, silent. 

Applying the gas - or, rather, the juice - the 
iMiev glides away smoothly with a friendly 
whirr. Thereafter, throw away preconceptions, 


because driving this Mitsubishi is very similar to 
driving any economical hatchback with a 
smaller engine. 

You don't buy an iMievBangs to feel like Se¬ 
bastian Vettel so bangs per buck are not part 
of the equation. 

What you get instead is a comfortable, per¬ 
fectly nippy around-town driving experience, 
with a 70+ mph top speed that works just fine 
on the routes around Bridport. 

Mr Thompson agreed that the iMiev best 


suits people looking for economy and environ¬ 
mental responsibility for around-town or mid¬ 
range commute. 

He said: "It's not a fad. This is the way the ma¬ 
jority of manufacturers are going. Once the 
structure is in place to support electric vehicles 
then they will become even more popular." 

Prices start at £28,995. But with an immediate 
£5,000 rebate from the government, zero road 
tax, and the promise of ultra-low cost motor¬ 
ing, the investment might just be a wise one. 



Another record uk market share
